On Screen B2+ is a modular course for learners studying 
British English at CEF Level B2+. It allows a flexibility of 
approach which makes it suitable for classes of all kinds, 
including large or mixed ability classes. 


On Screen B2+ consists of eight modules. Each module 
Consists of six lessons plus Language Focus and Progress 
Check sections. The corresponding module in the Workbook 
provides the option of additional practice. 


COURSE COMPONENTS 


Student's Book — Workbook & Grammar Book 

The Student's Book is the main component of the course. 
Each module is based on a single theme and the topics 
covered are of general interest. All modules follow the same 
basic structure (see Elements of the Coursebook). 

The Workbook is in full colour and contains modules 
Corresponding to those in the Student's Book containing 
practice in all four language skills. It also contains Exam 
Practice Section and a Grammar Bank with theory and 
exercises, It can be used either in class or for homework 
upon completion of the relevant unit in the Student's Book. 


Teacher's Book and Teacher's Resource Pack & 
Tests Multi-Rom 

The Teacher's Book contains Teacher's Notes which provide 
step-by-step lesson plans and suggestions about how to 
present the material. This book also includes a complete 
Key to the exercises in the Student's Book & Workbook & 
Grammar Book and the tapescripts of the listening material. 
The Tests, one per module, are available for teachers to use 
as a formal means of checking their Ss’ progress. There is 
also a full key to the Tests, listening tasks & tapescripts as 
well as Resource Material in the Teacher's Resource Pack & 
Tests Multi-Rom. 


Class Audio CDs 

The Class Audio CDs contain all the recorded material 
which accompanies the course. This includes the 
monologues/dialogues and texts in the Listening and 
Reading sections as well as the Pronunciation/Intonation 
section, and the material for all listening tasks in the 
Workbook & Grammar Book.

ELEMENTS OF THE COURSEBOOK 


Each module begins with a modular spread that contains: a 
brief overview of what will be covered in the module, 
pictures and words/phrases related to the theme of the 
module, and exercises to practise the vocabulary presented. 


Each module contains the following sections: 


Vocabulary 

Pictures are employed to introduce Ss to the vocabulary of 
each module. Vocabulary is practised through various types 
of exercises. A particular feature of the book is the teaching 
of collocations, which helps Ss remember vocabulary items 
as parts of set expressions. (See Student's Book Ex. 3, 
p. 34). Ss also practise word formation, prepositional 
phrases and phrasal verbs. 


Grammar 

* The grammar structures of each module are presented 
by means of illustrations and clear and concise theory 
boxes. 

+ Grammar exercises and activities reinforce Ss’ 
understanding of these items. There is also a Grammar 
Reference section at the back of the Student's Book 
that offers more details. 


Listening Tasks and Speaking Practice 

+ Ss can develop their listening skills through a variety 
of tasks. These tasks employ the vocabulary and 
grammar practised in each module, in this way 
reinforcing understanding of the language taught in the 
module. 

* Controlled speaking activities have been carefully 
designed to allow Ss guided practice before leading 
them to freer speaking activities. 

+ The sections provide practice in real-life communication. 
Standard expressions and language structures associated 
with realistic situations are extensively practised. 


Pronunciation/Intonation 

Pronunciation activities help Ss recognise sounds and 
feproduce them correctly. Intonation activities help Ss 
improve their intonation patterns. 
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Study Skills 


Brief tips, explanations, and reminders at various points 
throughout each module help Ss develop strategies which 
improve holistic learning skills and enable Ss to become 
autonomous learners of the English language. 


Reading texts 


These texts practise specific reading skills such as 
skimming, scanning, intensive reading for specific purposes, 
understanding text structure, and so on. The texts are 
usually exploited in four stages: 

* awarm-up activity to intrigue students 

* top-down activities (scanning and reading for gist) 

* bottom-up activities (reading for detailed understanding) 

* oral reproduction (Ss outline the main points of the text) 


Writing 
The writing sections have been carefully designed to ensure 
that Ss systematically develop their writing skills. 

+ A model text is presented and thoroughly analysed, 
and guided practice of the language to be used is 
provided. 

* The final task is based on the model text and follows 
the detailed plan provided. 

+ All writing activities are based on realistic types and 
styles of writing such as letters, emails, descriptions, 
essays, stories and summary writing. 


Language Knowledge Section 

This section follows every module and reinforces Ss’ 
understanding of the grammar and vocabulary from the 
module. It also offers topic related tasks practising open/ 
multiple choice cloze texts, word formation and key word 
transformations. 


Curriculum/Culture Spot sections 
Each module is accompanied by a Curriculum and a Culture 
Spot section. 

+ Each Curriculum section enables Ss to link the themes 
of the module to a subject from their school curriculum, 
thus helping them contextualise the language they have 
learned by relating it to their own personal frame of 
reference. Lively and creative tasks stimulate Ss and 
allow them to consolidate the language they have learnt 
throughout the module. 

« In each Culture Spot, Ss are provided with cultural 
information and read about aspects of English speaking 
countries that are thematically linked to the module. Ss 
are given the chance to process the information they 
have learnt and compare it to the culture of their own 
country. 


Module Language Focus & Progress Check 

These follow every module and reinforce Ss’ understanding 
of the topics, vocabulary, and structures that have been 
presented. 


The material has been designed to help Ss learn new 
language in the context of what they have already mastered, 


rather than in isolation. In the Progress Check sections, a 
grading scheme allows Ss to evaluate their progress and 
identify their weaknesses. The objectives of the module and 
the Ss’ achievements are clearly stated at the end of each 
Progress Check section, 


Grammar Reference section 

This section offers full explanations and review of the 
grammar structures presented throughout the book. It can 
be used both in class and at home to reinforce the grammar 
being taught. 


Writing Bank 

This section provides preparation of the writing task types 
as they are presented in the Student's Book. It contains 
theory, plans, full-length model compositions and useful 
language to help Ss produce successful pieces of writing. 


Exam Practice Section 
This section provides Ss with practice of reading, grammar, 
lexical and writing tasks related to the theme of the module. 


Word List & Pronunciation Sections 

A complete Word List contains the new vocabulary 
presented in each module, listed alphabetically, with a 
phonetic transcription of each word and explanation. The 
Pronunciation Section familiarises Ss with the phonetic 
transcripts and pronunciation of vowels, consonants, 
diphthongs and double letters. 


American English - British English Guide 

An American English — British English Guide outlines and 
highlights differences between the two main international 
varieties of English. 


Irregular Verbs 
This provides students with a quick reference list for verb 
forms they might be unsure of at times. 


SUGGESTED TEACHING TECHNIQUES 


A Presenting new vocabulary 

Much of the new vocabulary in On Screen B2+ is presented 
through pictures, Ss are asked to match the pictures to 
listed words/phrases. (See Student's Book, Module 1, 
p. 5, Ex. 1) 


Further techniques that you may use to introduce new 
vocabulary include: 

* Miming. Mime the word you want to introduce. For 
instance, to present the verb sing, pretend you are 
singing and ask Ss to guess the meaning of the word. 

+ Synonyms, opposites, paraphrasing, and giving 
definitions. Examples: 

— present the word strong by giving a synonym: 
“powerful? 

— present the word strong by giving its opposite: 
“weak" 

— present the word weekend by paraphrasing it: 
“Saturday and Sunday” 


— present the word famous for by giving its definition: 
“very well-known (person or thing)” 

Example. Examples place vocabulary into context and 
consequently make understanding easier. For instance, 
introduce the words city and town by referring to a city 
and a town in the Ss’ country: “Rome is a city, but 
Parma is a town.” 

Sketching. Draw a simple sketch of the word or words 
you want to explain on the board. For instance: 


tall 


short 


* Flashcards. Flashcards made out of magazine or 
newspaper pictures, photographs, ready-made 
drawings, and any other visual material may also serve 
as vocabulary teaching tools. 

+ Use of L1. In a monolingual class, you may explain 
vocabulary in the Ss’ native language. This method, 
though, should be employed in moderation. 

+ Use of Dictionary. In a multilingual class, Ss may 
occasionally refer to a bilingual dictionary. 


The choice of technique depends on the type of word or 
expression. For example, you may find it easier to describe 
an action verb through miming than through a synonym or 
definition. 


Note: Check these words sections can be treated as 
follows: Go through the list of words after Ss have read 
the text and ask Ss to explain the words using the context 


they appear in. Ss can give examples, mime/draw the 
meaning, or look up the meaning in their dictionaries. 


B_ Choral and individual repetition 
Repetition will ensure that Ss are thoroughly familiar with the 
sound and pronunciation of the lexical items and structures 
being taught and confident in their ability to reproduce them. 
Always ask Ss to repeat chorally before you ask them to 
repeat individually. Repeating chorally will help Ss feel 
confident enough to then perform the task on their own. 


C Listening and Reading 
You may ask Ss to read and listen for a variety of purposes: 

+ Listening for detail. Ss listen for specific information 
after they have listened for gist. (See Student's Book, 
Module 1, p. 12, Exs 1 & 2) 

« Listening and reading for gist. Ask Ss to read or 
listen to get the gist of the dialogue or text being dealt 
with. (See Student's Book, Module 1, p. 7 Ex. 3. Tell Ss 
that in order to complete this task successfully, they do 
not need to understand every single detail in the text.) 

+ Reading for detail. Ask Ss to read for specific 
information. (See Student's Book, Module 1, pZ Ex. 4. 
Ss will have to read to the text in order to do the tasks. 


They are looking for specific details in the text and not 
for general information.) 


D Speaking 

+ Speaking activities are initially controlled, allowing for 
guided practice. (See Student's Book, Module 1, p. 13, 
Ex. 2 where Ss use the same structures to act out a job 
interview.) 

* Ss are then led to free speaking activities. (See Student's 
Book, Module 2, p. 29, Ex.4 where Ss are asked to express 
choice, prioritise and recommend, provided with the 
necessary lexical items and structures and are asked to 
express choice, prioritise and recommend.) 


E Writing 
All writing tasks in On Screen B2+ have been carefully 


designed to closely guide Ss to produce a successful piece 
of writing. 


+ Always read the rubric and model text provided and 
deal with the tasks that follow in detail. Ss will then 
have acquired the necessary language to deal with the 
final writing task. (See Student's Book, Module 1 Fr 
pp. 14-15.) 

+ Make sure that Ss understand that they are writing for a 
purpose. Go through the writing task in detail so that Ss. 
are fully aware of why they are writing and who they are 
writing to. (See Student's Book, Module 1, p. 15, Ex. 5. 
Ss are asked to write a story.) 

* Make sure Ss follow the detailed plan they are provided 
with. (See Student's Book, Module 1, p. 15. ) 

* It would be well-advised to actually complete the task 
orally in class before assigning it as written homework, 
Ss will then feel more confident with Producing a 
complete piece of writing on their own. 


F Assigning homework 
When assigning writing tasks, prepare Ss as well as 
possible in advance. This will help them avoid errors and get 
maximum benefit from the task. 


Commonly assigned tasks include: 

Copy — Ss copy an assigned extract; 

Dictation — Ss learn the spelling of particular words without 
memorising the text in which they appear; 

Vocabulary — Ss memorise the meaning of words and 
phrases or use the new words in sentences of their own; 
Reading Aloud — Assisted by the S's CDs, Ss practice at 
home in preparation for reading aloud in class; 

Writing — After thorough preparation in class, Ss are asked 
to produce a complete piece of writing. 


G Correcting students’ work 
All learners make errors — it is part of the learning process, 
The way you deal with errors depends on what the Ss are 
doing. 


* Oral accuracy work: 
Correct Ss on the spot, either by providing the Correct 
answer and allowing them to repeat, or by indicating the 
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error but allowing Ss to correct it. Alternatively, indicate the 
error and ask other Ss to provide the answer, 


* Oral fluency work: 
Allow Ss to finish the task without interrupting, but 
make a note of the errors made and correct them 
afterwards. 

° Written work: 
Do not over-correct; focus on errors that are directly 
relevant to the point of the exercise. When giving 
feedback, you may write the most common errors on 
the board and get the class to attempt to correct them. 


Remember that rewarding work and praising Ss is of great 
importance, Post good written work on a display board in 
your classroom or school, or give “reward” stickers, Praise 
effort as well as success. 


H_ Class organisation 

* Open pairs 
The class focuses its attention on two Ss doing the set 
task together. Use this technique when you want your 
Ss to offer an example of how a task is done. (See 
Ex. 5 on p. 78 of the Student's Book.) 


¢ Closed pairs 
Pairs of Ss work together on a task or activity while you 
move around offering assistance and suggestions. 
Explain the task clearly before beginning closed 
pairwork. (See Ex. 2 on p. 13 of the Student's Book) 


¢ Stages of pairwork 
- Put Ss in pairs. 
- Explain the task and set time limit. 
— Rehearse the task in open pairs. 
-  Inclosed pairs, get Ss to do the task. 
- Go around the class and help Ss. 
- Open pairs report back to the class. 


* Group work 
Groups of three or more Ss work together on a task or 
activity. Class projects or role play are most easily done 
in groups. Again, give Ss a solid understanding of the 
task in advance. 


* Rolling questions : 
Ask Ss one after the other to ask and answer questions 


based on the texts. 


I Using the Student's Audio CD 
Dialogues, texts and Pronunciation sections are recorded on 
the Student's Audio CD. Ss have the chance to listen to 
these recordings at home as many times as they want to 
improve their pronunciation and intonation. 


* Slistens to the recording and follows the lines. 

* § listens to the recording with pauses after every 
sentence/exchange. S repeats as many times as 
needed, trying to imitate the speaker's pronunciation 
and intonation. 

* S listens to the recording again. S reads aloud. 

* All listening tasks in the Workbook are also included in 
the Student's CD.

This meant she would reward 
Alex with the object he correctly labelled rather than an unrelated 
object. When Alex correctly identified a cork, for example, he was 
given the cork as his reward, not his favourite food, a cashew. To 
‘sweeten’ the task, however, she would then allow Alex to request a 
nut or a slice of banana. 

[> Alex became an international celebrity during his lifetime; so 
much so that when he died unexpectedly in 2007, his obituary 
appeared in publications all over the globe - from the New York 
Times to the Economist. Alex was learning till the very end, getting 
his head around the number seven and enjoying teaching the two 
younger parrots in Pepperberg’s lab - 12-year-old Griffin and 8-year- 
old Arthur - telling them to ‘talk better’ when they mumbled their 
words.

LP She is known as La Giaconda ‘aly, La Jaconde in France and the Mona Lisa 
everywhere else in the world. Her mysterious smile has intrigued art lovers and 
historians for more than 500 years and her fame is so great that she sits in her very 
own room in Paris's world-famous Louvre Museum. Leonardo da Vinci's 
masterpiece, the Mona Lisa, is not simply the most recognised Portrait in the Western 
world, it is the most analysed and theorised painting of all. Now, in one of the art 
world's most important discoveries in recent years, experts believe they have found 
the first-ever copy of this early 16th century masterpiece. 


In 2010, a copy of the Mona Lisa which had been sitting in Madrid's Prado 
Museum was given to conservators. Directors at the museum had decided to have 
the painting restored - a usual course of action at museums and art galleries 
worldwide. Brighter faced and younger than the original, the Mona Lisa in the copy 
was sitting against a black background. But, as conservators stripped away the layers 
of black paint, a landscape similar to the original backdrop in Leonardo's masterpiece 
appeared. X-ray analysis then revealed that what art historians had assumed was just 
one of dozens replicas produced in the centuries after da Vinci's death was almost 
certainly the earliest copy of the Mona Lisa. 

That wasn't all. Infrared tests soon yielded an even bigger surprise: sketch 
marks known as ‘underdrawings’ mirrored those on da Vinci's canvas, suggesting 
that the painter of the replica had actually worked alongside the Renaissance master 
himself. “The artist of this picture was making the same changes Leonardo was 
introducing into the original,” says one expert. “This strongly suggests the two 
pictures were done side by side in Leonardo's studio.” 

Among the many apprentices da Vinci took under his wing throughout his 
career, he had particularly close relationships with two: Francesco Melzi and Andrea 
Salai— the latter even inherited the Mona Lisa after his mentor’s death. Both men have 
been named as potential painters of the Prado copy. However, Melzi is considered to 
be the more likely. It is being suggested that Melzi may even have been present when 
Lisa Gherardini (the wealthy silk merchant's wife from Florence who is thought to be 
the woman in the iconic painting) had her portrait done. Prado's technical specialist, 
Ana Gonzalez Mozza says, “It is quite possible that Melzi met Lisa. He may even have 
been present when she sat for the master.” 
> The Prado copy’s well preserved details lead experts to think that it may reveal 
new information about da Vinci's masterpiece. The replica provides clearer details of 
features we can't see in the original. Her skin is fair and smooth and she is in her 
early 20s. The Prado’s Mona Lisa also has eyebrows and eyelashes, features that are 
missing from the real masterpiece. 
> “The Prado’s copy gives art lovers a chance to admire the Mona Lisa with totally 
different eyes,” says Miguel Falomir, the Prado’s director for Italian painting. After five 
centuries, da Vinci's masterpiece is obscured by layers of dirt and cracked darkened 
varnish. Unfortunately, because of the painting’s fragility, experts are reluctant to have 
it cleaned. The darkened varnish obscures its beauty and makes da Vinci's Mona Lisa 
appear much older than her true age. Art historians believe the Prado’s copy reveals 
Mona Lisa as she would have looked at the time — a beautiful young woman in her 
early twenties. Side by side, the paintings look noticeably different: the copy is 
significantly brighter and more colourful; and Mona Lisa's famous smile takes on a 
new perspective. The copy “offers a fresher version of the mysterious young sitter,” 
says one expert. “It gives a much more vivid impression of the sitter's enticing eyes 
and enigmatic smile.”

In nature, the only objects that can form black holes are large stars — 
Stars many times more massive than our own Sun. At the end of 
their lives, these stars collapse under their own weight and all their 
Matter gets squeezed into a tiny area. While the original star may 
have been millions of miles wide, the Tesulting black hole is just a 
few miles across. It is this massive concentration of matter in a 
small area that gives black holes their super-strong gravity. 


Black holes are invisible (remember, nothing can escape from a 
black hole, not even light). Scientists are only able to find black 
holes by studying their powerful effects on the matter around them 
Black holes consist of a central point (called a ‘singularity’) and a 
boundary (called the ‘event horizon’). The singularity is the point 
where gravity is infinitely strong, and matter gets crushed to infinite 
density. The event horizon is the point of no return. Anything that 
Crosses a black hole’s event horizon is swallowed forever. 


Black holes have a reputation for sucking in everything around 
them — a bit like a vacuum cleaner! But that’s not very accurate. 
Black holes are better compared to a waterfall: the nearer you get to 
the edge, the harder it is to resist being pulled over it. Stars and 
planets actually have to get very close to a black hole to be sucked in 
by its gravity. From a great distance, the gravity of a black hole is no 
different to the gravity of a star of the same mass. In other words, if 
the Sun were ever to become a black hole (which it couldn't; only 
stars much larger than our Sun can end their lives as black holes), 
there would still be no danger of Earth falling into it. Why not? 
Because the black hole would have the same gravity as the Sun and

The gravity of black holes is so strong that scientists believe very 
strange things happen near them. Einstein proved that gravity 
distorts time and space. Approaching a black hole, the flow of time 
should slow down. At the centre of a black hole, scientists believe 
the entire concept of time and space actually breaks down 
altogether! Time stops. Space becomes infinitely twisted. The laws 
of physics, as we know them, no longer apply. No one knows how or 

time could come to an end inside black holes. By studying black 
holes, scientists hope to one day discover new secrets about time, 
space and our universe!

Around one thousand active geysers 
remain on Earth in places such as 
the US, Iceland and New Zealand. 
All of these places have got high 
levels of geothermal activity, which 
iS necessary for geysers to form. 
Heat from below the Earth's 
Surface creates geothermal energy, 
Which supplies the power to 
volcanoes, hot springs and other 
geothermal features, A geothermal 
energy source is one of the key 
Components of geyser formation, but other conditions 
are also necessary to cause a geyser to erupt. 


For geysers to occur there must be heat, water and an underground plumbing system. 
Deep inside the Earth, magma provides heat to surrounding rocks. Water from rain, 
Snow or rivers works its way underground through thin pathways in the rock. As the 
water reaches the hot rock which surrounds the heat source, it begins to rise back to 
the surface. As the hot water rushes to the surface it gets stuck in the narrow channels. 
These channels in which the water is held are known as the geyser's plumbing system. 


The plumbing system extends miles below the Earth's surface and as the water mass 
in the system increases, so does the water pressure. This pressure causes the water to 
boil above its normal boiling point, which means the water becomes supercharged and 
superheated. As a result, this highly-pressurised water is squeezed through the small 
crevices in the rock and nears the surface, where its pressure drops suddenly and the 
water releases itself as an eruption of steam. 


The eruption will stop when the water supply has diminished or the water temperature 
has cooled.

Comets are primarily large chunks of ice, whose temperatures usually 
stay between -250°C and -200°C. These galactic ice rocks, which 
usually measure several miles in diameter, were formed in our solar 
system's infancy, At this time, dust particles and water vapour were 
flying around space far away from the Sun. The water vapour 
transformed from gas to ice immediately to form pea-sized objects. 
These tiny objects collided to form comets. 

While the comets were being formed, the ice absorbed gases and other 
particles which were present in outer space at the time. This means that 
the comet ice contains roughly 80% water, while the rest of the ice is 
made from a mixture of other dust particles and carbon dioxide. For this 
Teason, comets are sometimes referred to as ‘dusty snowballs’, an 
analogy first given by the astronomer Fred Whipple. Some of the larger 
comets are thought to contain rocky cores while others may comprise 
carbon-based substances like tar. 

Comets are believed to have been formed in proximity to the Oort Cloud 
and the Kuiper Belt. These are two areas on the outer edges of our solar 
system, located far from the Sun. They contain the early dust particles 
and gases which were blown into space when the Sun started to form. 
The high concentration of gases and dust make these two areas ideal 
places for comets to form. 

Comets begin life by orbiting the Sun within the Oort Cloud and the 
Kuiper Belt. When the gravity of other stars affects these regions, the 
comets are moved further into our solar system. It is when this happens 
that comets are able to pass by the other planets as they follow their 
new paths around the Sun. When a comet approaches the heat of the 
Sun, the ice suddenly changes from its solid form into vapour. Gas and 
dust particles then flow from the comet's tail and create the fiery streak 
that we associate with comets.

He used to go/would go to Paris every 
Christmas. BUT She used to have a ski lodge in the 
Alps.

He drove to 
Scotland yesterday. (NOT: He—wsed—te—drive—to 
Seottendyesterdey:) 

We use be used to + noun/pronoun/-ing form to 
talk about habits (= be accustomed to/be in the 
habit of).

We use get used to + noun/pronoun/-ing form to talk 
about habits (= become accustomed to).

We use the past perfect continuous: 

* to put emphasis on the duration of an action which 
started and finished in the past, before another 
action or stated time in the past, usually with for or 
since. 

They had been climbing the mountain for two hours 
before they realised they had left their mobile phones 
at the campsite. 

* for an action which lasted for some time in the past 
and whose result was visible in the past. Dylan had 
been scuba diving all afternoon, so he was exhausted. 

Note: The past perfect continuous is the past 

equivalent of the present perfect continuous. The trip 

was a great success because they had been planning for 

it all year. (present perfect continuous: The trip is a 

great success because they have been planning for it all 

year.)

¢ We use a/an with nouns when referring to an 
unspecified thing. He bought a souvenir. 

¢ We use a before singular countable nouns which 
begin with a consonant sound (a passport, a ticket). 
We use an before singular countable nouns which 
begin with a vowel sound (an aeroplane, an island). 


The indefinite article IS used: 

* with singular countable nouns. a swimsuit, an ocean 

* when we talk about things in general. 

! want to buy a car. (any car) 

* after the verb to be when we want to say what 
somebody/something is. He's a pilot. It’s an interesting 
museum, 

* with certain phrases to show how often someone 
does something. They go on holiday three times a year. 

* before Mr/Mrs/Miss/Ms when we refer to an 
unknown person. A Mrs Lawson left a message for 
you. (a person that we don’t know) 


The indefinite article IS NOT used: 

¢ with uncountable or plural countable nouns. We 
use some instead.

* before an adjective when there is no noun after it.

Adjectives 


Adjectives describe nouns. They have the same form in the singular 

and plural. They go before nouns (an amazing holiday) but after the 

verbs be, look, smell, sound, feel, taste, seem, appear, become, get, 

stay, etc. He looks good. She feels tired. 

¢ There are opinion adjectives and fact adjectives. Opinion 
adjectives (boring, exciting, etc) show what a person thinks of 
somebody or something. Fact adjectives (tall, thin, new, etc) 
give us factual information about age, size, colour, origin, 
material, etc. 

e We can also use nouns as adjectives before other nouns. When 
nouns are used as adjectives, they have no plural form. 
taxi driver — taxi drivers 

¢ Certain adjectives can be used metaphorically: 
silky fur (= fur that is smooth and soft, like silk), BUT a silk scarf (= 
a scarf made of silk); a stony expression (= a cold, emotionless 
expression), BUT a stone wall (= a wall made of stone); golden 
hair (= hair the colour of gold), BUT gold earrings (= earrings 
made of gold); feathery clouds (= that look soft and delicate), BUT 
a feather duster (= a duster made with feathers); a metallic colour 
(= a colour which looks like metal), BUT a metal box (= a box 
made of metal). 


Order of adjectives 


When there are two or more adjectives in a sentence, they normally 
go in the following order:

* Certain adjectives are used with the as 
nouns to refer to groups of people in 
general. These are: elderly, middle- 
aged, old, young, blind, dead, deaf, 
disabled, living, sick, homeless, hungry, 
poor, rich, strong, unemployed, weak, 
etc. The Maldives are a top holiday 
destination for the rich. (= rich people 
in general) BUT The rich people next 
door are going to the Maldives on 
holiday. (We refer to a specific group of 
rich people.) When we talk about one 
person we say A/The poor 
man/woman, A/The deaf boy/girl, etc. 
The young man who is staying in the 
room opposite comes from Wales. (We 
refer to a specific young man.) 


Adverbs 


e Adverbs describe verbs and past 
participles, adjectives or other adverbs. 
He drove sensibly. A beautifully 
furnished apartment. A terribly long 
journey. We arrived extremely early. 

e An adverb can be one word (slowly) 
or a phrase (after lunch). Adverbs 
can describe manner (how), place 
(where), time (when), frequency (how 
often), degree (to what extent), etc. 
He talks loudly. (How does he talk? 
Loudly. + adverb of manner) 

They're staying next to the beach. 
(Where are they staying? Next to the 
beach. > adverb of place) 
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She’s going on Friday. (When is she going? On 
Friday. > adverb of time) 

He never goes on holiday. (How often does he go on 
holiday? Never. — adverb of frequency) 


Formation of adverbs 


¢ We usually form an adverb by adding -ly to the 
adjective. quick — quickly 

* Adjectives ending in -le drop the -e and take -y. 
comfortable - comfortably 

* Adjectives ending in consonant + -y drop the -y 
and take -ily. happy — happily 

* Adjectives ending in -/ take -ly. careful — carefully 

* Adjectives ending in -ic usually take -ally. 
basic — basically BUT public — publicly 

¢ Some adverbs do not follow these rules. 
good — well, fast — fast, hard - hard, early — early, 
late — late 


Order of adverbs 


¢ Adverbs of frequency go after the auxiliary verb 
(be, have, do), but before the main verb. / have 
never been to America. My train is usually late. | 
always take a taxi to the airport. 

¢ Adverbs of manner go before the main verb, after 
the auxiliary verb or at the end of the sentence. He 
hurriedly packed his suitcase. She patiently waited 
for the plane to take off. She is eating slowly. 

¢ Adverbs of degree (absolutely, completely, totally, 
extremely, very, quite, rather, etc) go before an 
adjective, an adverb or the main verb, but after the 
auxiliary verb. The food was absolutely awful. We 
were extremely pleased with the hotel. It was rather 
expensive. 

¢ Adverbs of place and time usually go at the end of 
the sentence. He’s having a great time on holiday. 

¢ Adverbs of time, such as soon, now, now and then, 
just, go before the main verb, but after the auxiliary 
verb. They have just arrived in London. She soon 
noticed her mistake. 

¢ We can put an adverb at the beginning of a 
sentence if we want to emphasise it. 

Carefully, she filled out the form. (manner) 

Behind a factory was where we found our hotel. 
(place) 

Last night, we got lost in Chinatown. (time) 

¢ When there are two or more adverbs in the same 
sentence, they usually go in the following order: 
manner - place - time. We sat impatiently at the 
departure gate all afternoon. 

If there is a verb of movement, such as go, come 
and leave in the sentence, the adverbs usually go in 
the following order: place - manner — time.

Reported speech 


Direct speech is the exact words someone said. We 
use quotation marks in direct speech. 

Reported speech is the exact meaning of what 
someone said, but not the exact words. We do not use 
quotation marks in reported speech. The word that 
can either be used or omitted after the introductory 
verb (say, tell, etc). 


Say - Tell 

* say + no personal object 

Sarah said (that) she was afraid of thunderstorms, 
Say + to + personal object 

Sarah said to me (that) she was afraid of 
thunderstorms. 

¢  tell+ personal object 

Sarah told me (that) she was afraid of 
thunderstorms. 

We use say + to-infinitive but never say about. We 
use tell sb, speak/talk about. 

Our teacher said to recycle our empty bottles. 

She told us/spoke/talked about helping endangered 
species.

* We can report someone's words either a long time 
after they were said (out-of-date reporting) or a 
short time after they were said (up-to-date 
reporting).

Reported speech: Emily said that she watched/had 

watched the volcano erupt.

Reported questions 


* Reported questions are usually introduced with the 
verbs ask, inquire, wonder, or the expression want 
to know. 

* When the direct question begins with a question 
word (who, where, how, when, what, etc), the 
reported question is introduced with the same 
question word. 

“When did the earthquake occur?” he asked. (direct 
question) 
He asked when the earthquake had occurred. (reported 
question) 

* When the direct question begins with an auxiliary 
(be, do, have) or a modal verb (can, may, etc), then 
the reported question is introduced with if or 
whether. 

“Do you do any conservation work?” he asked her. 
(direct question) 

He asked her if/whether she did any conservation 
work. (reported question) 

* In reported questions, the verb is in the affirmative. 
The question mark and words/expressions such as 
please, well, oh, etc are omitted. The verb tenses, 
Pronouns, possessive adjectives and time expressions 
change as in statements. 

“Can you tell me the weather forecast?” she asked 
him. (direct question) 

She asked him if he could tell her the weather

Modal verbs: 


don’t take -s, -ing or -ed suffixes. 

are followed by the bare infinitive (infinitive 
without to). 

come before the subject in questions and are 
followed by not in negations. 

don’t have tenses in the normal sense. When 
followed by a present bare infinitive, they refer to 
an incomplete action or state (i.e. present or 
future). We should stop being rude to Hannah, 
When followed by a perfect bare infinitive, they 
refer to a complete action or state. | should have 
taken more notice of what my mother said. 


Note: The tenses of the infinitive are: 
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Needn’t have + past participle:

Prohibition (mustn’t) 


Mustn’t: It is forbidden to do sth; it is against the 
rules/law; you are not allowed to do sth.

Should: general advice - You should learn basic first 
aid. (It's my advice./I advise you to ...) 

Ought to: general advice - You ought to stay in 
touch with your friends from school. (It’s a good 
idea/thing to do.) 


Present: (to) run 
Present continuous: (to) be running 
Perfect: (to) have run 

Perfect continuous: (to) have been running 


Obligation/Duty/Necessity 
(must, have to, should/ought to) 


Must expresses duty/strong obligation to do sth, 
and shows that sth is essential. We generally use 
must when the speaker has decided that sth is 
necessary (i.e. subjective). We must visit Clara in 
hospital. You must say sorry to Lucy. (It is your 
duty./You are obliged to do sth.) 

Have to expresses strong necessity/obligation. 
We usually use have to when somebody other than 
the speaker has decided that sth is necessary (i.e. 
objective). Mum says we have to see Aunt Mabel this 
weekend. (It’s necessary. Mum told us so.) 

Had to is the past form of both must and have to. 
Should/Ought to express duty, weak obligation. 
You should be nicer to your family. (It's your duty. — 
less emphatic than must) 


Absence of necessity 
(don’t have to/don’t need to/needn’t) 


Don't have to/Don’t need to/Needn’t: 

It isn’t necessary to do sth in the present/future. 
You don’t have to bring anything for the party. 
Famous film stars don’t need to worry about money. 
You needn't apologise for being late. 

Didn’t need to/Didn’t have to: 

It wasn’t necessary to do sth. We don’t know if it 
was done or not. They didn’t have to go to London. 
(We don’t know if they went to London or not.) 


Possibility (can, could) 


Can + present infinitive: General/theoretical 
possibility. Not usually used for a specific situation. 
Donna can be kind-hearted. (general possibility — it 
is theoretically possible) 

Could/May/Might + present infinitive: Possibility in a 
specific situation. We might go to see our grandmother 
tomorrow. (It is possible./It is likely./Perhaps.) 


Note: We can use can/could/might in questions but 
not may. Who could | ask to help with the preparations? 


Could/Might/Would + perfect infinitive refer to 
sth in the past that was possible but it didn’t 
happen. He would have gone to the wedding 
ceremony, but he didn’t have anything to wear. (It 
was possible but he didn’t do it.) 


Ability/Inability (can, could, was able to) 
ee ee Wes ale to). 


Can(‘t) expresses (in)ability in the present/ 
future. She can speak Italian, French and English. 
(She is able to ...) 

Could expresses general repeated ability in the 
Past. He could ride a bicycle when he was three. (He 
was able to ...) 

Was able to expresses ability on a specific occasion 
in the past. He was able to get tickets for the 
musical. (He managed to ...) 

Couldn’t/Wasn’t able to may be used to express 
any kind of inability in the past, repeated or 
specific. Lizzie couldn’t sing in tune when she was a 
child. (wasn’t able to; past repeated action) Lizzie 
couldn’t/wasn’t able to sing in the school concert 
because she had a sore throat. (didn't manage to; 
past single action)

We can form mixed conditionals, if the context 
permits it, by combining an if-clause of one type with 
a main clause of another.

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Types of comparisons 


* as + adjective + as (to show that two people or 
things are similar/different in some way). In 
negative sentences we use not as/so ... as. The 
crystal skulls are not as famous as the Great Pyramid. 

* less + adjective + than (to express the difference 
between two people or things). The opposite is 
more ... than. The museum was less interesting than 
the planetarium. 

* the least + adjective + off/in (to compare one 
person or thing to two or more people or things of 
the same group). The opposite is the most ... of/in. 
Some people believe the Challenger mission was the 
least successful of the American space missions. 

* even/much/a lot/far/a_little/a__bit/slightly + 
comparative (to express the degree of difference 
between two people or things). Stonehenge is much 
older than the Nazca Lines. 

* comparative and comparative (to show that 
something is increasing or decreasing). Scientific 
documentaries on television are getting more and 
more popular. 

° the + comparative ... , the + comparative (to show 
that two things change together, or that one thing 
depends on another thing). The earlier you book 
your tickets to Easter Island, the cheaper they'll be. 

° by far + the + superlative (to emphasise the 
difference between one person or thing and two or 
more people or things of the same group). The 
science museum is by far the most popular attraction 
in the city. 


Inversion 


We can invert the subject and the auxiliary verb in the 

sentence to give emphasis. If there is no auxiliary verb, 

we use do/does (present simple) or did (past simple) in 

the interrogative. This happens: 

¢ after certain expressions when they are placed at 
the beginning of a sentence. These are: Barely, 
Hardly (ever) ... when, In no way, In/Under no 
circumstances, Little, Never (before), Nor/Neither, 
No sooner ... than, Not even once, Not only ... but 
also, Not since, Not till/until, Nowhere, Only by, 
Only in this way, On no account, On no occasion, 
Only then, Rarely, Scarcely (ever) ... when, Seldom, 
etc. Under no circumstances should you bring food 
into the planetarium. Seldom do we see shooting 
stars in the city. Only after, only by, only if, only 
when, not since, not till/until used at the beginning 
cause inversion of the subject and the auxiliary verb 
in the main clause. Only after he had seen the Great 
Pyramid did he realise what an advanced civilization 
the Egyptians must have been. 
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in conditionals when should, were, had (Past 
Perfect) are placed at the beginning of the 
sentence. Note that ifis omitted. Should the sky be 
clear tonight, you will see Jupiter and Venus, Were I 
you, | would watch the launch of the space rocket; it’s 
@ rare opportunity. Had she been outside, she would 
have seen the comet. 

after so, such, to such a degree (in result clauses) 
placed at the beginning of a sentence. So dark was 
it that we could see the Milky Way galaxy in the sky. 
after so, neither/nor, as to express agreement. 4 
think ancient civilizations are fascinating.” “So do |.” 
(So is used to agree with an affirmative sentence.) 
“He doesn’t think history is important.” “Neither/Nor 
do |.” (Neither/Nor are used to agree with a 
negative statement.) /’m interested in learning about 
space travel, as is my brother. 


In the following structures we invert the subject and 
the main verb. 


after adverbs of place. Here comes the professor! 
(BUT Here he comes!) Here are his notes! (BUT Here 
they are!) 

in direct speech when the reporting verb comes 
after the quote and the subject is a noun. “What an 
interesting museum!” said Alex. (Alex said is also 
possible.) (BUT “What an interesting museum!” he 
said.) 


Clauses of purpose 


The clauses of purpose are used to explain why 
somebody does something. 


We can express positive purpose using: 


to + infinitive 

We drove up the mountain to look at the stars, 

in order to/so as to + infinitive (formal) 

He went to England in order to visit Stonehenge. 

so that/in order that + can/will (present/future 
reference) Leave the television on so that/in order 
that I can watch the documentary on UFOs. 

so that/in order that + could/would (past reference) 
The museum installed an interactive exhibit so that/in 
order that they could attract younger people. 

in case + present tense (present/future reference) 
Scientists send waves into space in case there is 
intelligent life out there. 

in case + past tense (past reference) 

We got an extra ticket for the astronomy exhibition in 
case John wanted to come, 

Note: in case is never used with will or would. 

He made a copy of his history report in case he lost it, 
(NOT: ... Reweudose) 

for + noun (expresses the purpose of an action) 

He lent me some books for my science project. 

for + -ing form (expresses the purpose of sth or its 
function) This telescope is for looking at the stars, 


* with a view to + -ing form He applied to university 
with a view to studying astronomy. 


We can express negative purpose using: 

* in order not to/so as not to + infinitive 
We stayed up late in order not to/so as not to miss 
the meteor shower. 

Note: We never use not to to express negative 
purpose, 

* prevent + noun/pronoun (+ from) + -ing form Glass 
screens prevent people (from) handling the artefacts. 

* avoid + -ing form The archaeologists worked 
carefully to avoid damaging the ancient vases. 

* so that + can’t/won't (present/future reference) 
There are barriers around Stonehenge so that people 
won't touch the stones. 

* so that + couldn’'t/wouldn’t (past reference) 

He wrote the date of the eclipse on his calendar so 
that he wouldn’t miss it. 


Notes: 

* Clauses of purpose should not be confused with 
clauses of result. 

* Clauses of purpose are introduced with so that/in 
order that ... She went to Easter Island so that she 
could see the Moai. (this shows purpose) 

* Clauses of result are introduced with so/such ... 
that. 

* Clauses of purpose follow the rule of the sequence 
of tenses the same way that time clauses do. 

Ill record the programme on space travel so that we 
can watch it later. 
He went outside so that he could see the moon. 


Clauses of reason 


The clauses of reason are used to express the reason 

for something. They are introduced with the following 

words/expressions: because, as/since, the reason for/ 
why, because of/on account of/due to, now (that), for, 
etc. 

© because - We were late for school because we stopped 
to watch the solar eclipse. Because we stopped to 
watch the solar eclipse, we were late for school. 

* as/since (= because) - The Nazca Lines are very 
puzzling, as/since no one knows their purpose. 
As/Since no one knows their purpose, the Nazca Lines 
are very puzzling. 

¢ the reason for + noun/-ing form — The reason for 
the closure of the museum is unclear. The reason for 
closing the museum is unclear. 
the reason why + clause — The mystery of the crystal 
skulls was the reason why | chose to study 
archaeology. The reason why | chose to study 
archaeology was the mystery of the crystal skulls. 

© because of/on account of/due to + noun — Flights 
around Cape Canaveral have been diverted because 
of/on account of/due to the space shuttle launch, 
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because of/on account of/due to the fact that + 
clause — We didn’t see the Egyptian mummy because 
of/on account of/due to the fact that there was an 
enormous crowd in front of the display case. 

now (that) + clause — Now (that) Jenny has passed 
her exams, she can apply to study physics at 
university. 

for (= because) (formal written style) A clause of 
reason introduced with for always comes after the 
main clause. We can’t explain the purpose of the 
Moai, for the mystery remains unsolved. 


Clauses of concession 


The clauses of concession are used to express 
contrast. They are introduced with the following 
words/expressions: 


but — Paul didn’t feel well, but he still went to see the 
Great Pyramid. 

although/even though/though + clause 

Even though is more emphatic than although. 
Though is informal and is often used in everyday 
speech. It can also be put at the end of a sentence. 
Although/Even though/Though she had read the 
textbook, she still couldn’t explain the theory of 
gravity. She still couldn't explain the theory of gravity 
although/even though/though she had read the 
textbook. She had read the textbook. She still couldn’t 
explain the theory of gravity, though. 

in spite of/despite + noun/-ing form In spite 
of/Despite the weather being hot/the hot weather, 
the team continued to dig in the sand. The team 
continued to dig in the sand in spite of/despite the 
weather being hot/the hot weather. 

in spite of/despite + the fact that + clause — In spite 
of/Despite the fact that he was qualified, Colin 
wasn’t chosen for the space mission. 
however/nevertheless - A comma is always used 
after however/nevertheless. The city of Atlantis is 
probably a myth. However/Nevertheless, many 
people have tried to find it. 

while/whereas — | love science, while/whereas my 
best friend thinks it’s dull. 

yet (formal)/still - Scientists have studied the Great 
Pyramid for decades, yet it still has many secrets. My 
father is afraid of flying. Still, he flew to South 
America to see the Nazca Lines. 

on the other hand — | would like to study science. On 
the other hand, I’m quite interested in languages, 
too. 

We use having + past participle to show that the 
action happened before the result. Maria Reiche 
didn’t solve the mystery behind the Nazca Lines, in 


Spite of/despite having spent many decades studying 
them. 
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Clauses of manner 


Ability/Inability (can, could, was able to) 


The clauses of manner are introduced with as, how, 
as if/as though, (in) the way (that), (in) the same way 
(as) and are used to express the way in which 
something is done/said, etc. 

* We use as if/as though after the verbs act, appear, 
be, behave, feel, look, seem, smell, sound, taste to 
say how somebody or something looks, behaves, 
etc. The crystal skulls look as if/as though they were 
made by an advanced culture. 

We also use as if/as though with other verbs to say 
how somebody does something. They are examining 
the artefacts as if/as though they were experts. 


sessile) | as if/as though + any tense form 
Silulicliisgams He looks as though he hasn't slept all 
wee lelitieyy night. (he may not have slept all night) 
as if/as though + past simple/past 
continuous He behaves as if he believed 
in aliens. (but he doesn’t) 

as if/as though + past perfect He talked! 
about Easter Island as though he had| 
been there. (but he hadn't been there)

¢ We use as if/as though + past tense although we 
refer to the present when we are talking about an 
unreal present situation. Were can be used instead 
of was in all persons. She treats him as if/as though 
he was/were the one who discovered the Great 
Pyramid. She talks as iffas though she were a 
scientist, (but she isn’t) 

¢ We can also use as in clauses of manner to mean 
‘in the way that’. Write your projects on the Inca 
Empire as I've told you. 

Note: We can use like instead of as if/as though in 

spoken English. He looks like he’s seen a UFO. (informal 

spoken English)

Possibility (can, could, may, might) 


* Can + present infinitive: General/theoretical 
possibility. Not usually used for a specific 
situation, Our teacher can be quite funny. (general 
possibility — it is theoretically possible) 

* Could/May/Might + present infinitive: Possibility 
in a specific situation. We might go on an excursion 
tomorrow, so wear casual clothes. (It is possible./It 
is likely./Perhaps.) 

Note: We can use can/could/might in questions but 

not may. Who could | ask for help with this problem? 

* Could/Might/Would + perfect infinitive refer to 
sth in the past that was possible but it didn’t 
happen. / would have gone to the stadium with 
them, but | had to study. (It was possible but it 
didn’t happen) 
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Can(‘t) expresses (in)ability in the present/ future. 
She can speak German fluently. (She is able to...) 
Could expresses general repeated ability in the 
past. He could read before he went to school. (He 
was able to ...) 7 
Was(n’t) able to expresses (in)ability on a specific 
occasion in the past. He was(n’t) able to memorise 
the formula. (He managed/didn’t manage to ...) 
Couldn't may be used to express any kind of inability 
in the past, repeated or specific. Joe couldn't write 
well when he was five. (past repeated action) joe 
couldn’t/wasn’t able to write his essay yesterday, 
because he‘d sprained his wrist. (past single action)

Can/Could/May/Shall: Can | pick you up from school? 
(Would you like me to ...?) 

Would: Would you like to work in pairs? (Do you 
want to ...?) 

Shall: Shall | return these books to the library for you? 
(Would you like me to ...?/Do you want me to ...?) 
Can/Could: We can revise for the test. You could take 
notes during the lecture, (Let's ...) 


Permission/Prohibition 
(can, may, could, might, mustn‘t, can’t) 
pile a) Ban Ml AL 


Can/May/Might/Could are used to ask for/give 
permission. May/Might/Could are more formal 
than can. Can/May | ask you something? Yes, you 
can/may. (Would you mind if ...?) 

Mustn’t/Can‘t: It is forbidden to do sth; it is 
against the rules/law; you are not allowed to do 
sth. You mustn’t/can’t talk during the exam. 


Logical assumptions/Deductions 
(must, may/might, can’t) 


Must = almost certain that this is/was true Look at 
their uniforms. They must be medical students, George 
isn’t here; he must have left for swimming practice. 
(I'm sure/certain that sth is true.) 

May/Might/Could = possible that this is/was true 
It’s a public holiday, so we might go to the mall. 

Dave may have sent you the information; you'd better 
check your email. (It is possible./It is likely./Perhaps.) 
Can‘t/Couldn’t = almost certain that this is/was 
impossible This can't be Pam’s jacket; it’s too small, 
Jack couldn't have gone to school yesterday. It was 
Sunday. (I’m sure that sth isn’t true, real, etc.)

* for nationalities and languages. 
They are Russian. 
She’s fluent in Spanish and Japanese. 
Note: The personal pronoun 1 is always a capital 
letter. Charlie and | are going shopping.

Full stop (.) 


A full stop is used to end a sentence that is not a 
question or an exclamation. 

We watched a really interesting documentary. It was 
about sharks. 


Comma (,) 


A comma is used: 
© to separate words in a list. 
Please buy bread, orange juice, butter and mushrooms. 
to separate a non-essential relative clause (i.e. a 
clause giving extra information which is not 
essential to the meaning of the main clause) from 
the main clause. 
Sandy, who is very tall, lives next door. 
after certain joining words/transitional phrases (e.g. 
in addition to this, moreover, for example, however, 
in conclusion, etc). 
For example, | love football, rugby and motor racing. 
when if-clauses or other dependent clauses begin 
with compound or complex sentences. 
If you need more information, please ask at the 
reception desk. 
Note: No comma is used, however, when they 
follow the main clause. 
to separate tag questions from the rest of the 
sentence. 
Dr Roberts is your uncle, isn’t he? 
before the words asked, said, etc when followed by 

direct speech.

Apostrophe (‘)

Julia: Not at all. The first one — the Pattaya Floating Market 

The Wat 
Takien Floating Market, on the other hand, is much more 
the real deal. You hardly see a foreigner there, just the 
locals! 

Presenter: OK, so tell us a bit about the first one. 

Julia: The Pattaya Floating Market is located close to the 
city of Pattaya, about 2 hours’ drive from Bangkok. It 
opened in 2008 and is the largest market of this kind in 
Thailand. The canals were awash with boats, all jostling 
against each other! Some were full of tourists and others 
belonged to traders selling their produce — fruit and 
vegetables, kitchenware, toys - whatever you could 
imagine. You just reached across from your boat to theirs to 
buy something! 

Presenter: Did you buy anything interesting? 

Julia: To tell you the truth, not really. There were too many 
tacky touristy souvenirs. | would have preferred it if they had 
sold more traditional handicrafts. The food was amazing, 
though. There were stalls everywhere you looked selling 
noodle dishes, fried bananas, coconut ice cream — you 
name it! And it was so cheap! 

Presenter: Sounds wonderful! What else did you do there? 
Julia: They put on some great cultural shows every afternoon. 
| was lucky enough to see an authentic Thai dance and 
martial arts display. 

Presenter: How did all that compare with the market at Wat 
Takien? 

Julia: Like | said, things were much quieter there, even 
though it's only about 40 minutes by car from Bangkok. 
People were just getting on with the everyday business of 
buying and selling and didn't seem to notice me as a 
tourist! For example, | wanted to take a boat tour to explore 
further up the canals and had difficulty finding a guide to 
take me! If that had been Pattaya, | would have been 
swamped with offers. 

Presenter: | can imagine! So overall, which market did you 
prefer? 

Julia: Wat Takien, definitely. For me, it captured an aspect 
of traditional Thailand you don't find in Pattaya. | mean, you 
get a greater understanding of the local way of life. The old 
women there sit calmly in their boats actually making their 
handicrafts on the spot. | bought quite a few, as | like to 
support local people in that way. 

Presenter: |s there anything else visitors shouldn't miss 
while they're at Wat Takien? 

Julia: Something which | found interesting — not to say, 
unique — was the temple, which is just next to the market. 
The entrance is through a huge tiger's head. You go 
underground where monks are praying under the temple. 
They do this because they say it brings good luck. To make 
your exit, you come up on the other side through an equally 
large and colourful dragon's head. 

Presenter: How fascinating! Well, I’m afraid that’s all we 
have time for.

3d - Exercises 2a & 2b (p. 44) 


Good evening, everyone, and thank you all for coming. My 
name is Nathan Sharp and | work for Coalition for the 
Homeless, one of the most active homeless charities in the 
USA. Homelessness ‘remains a huge problem for many 
countries both in the developed and developing world. In 
the USA, for instance, some experts estimate that the 
number of homeless people could be as high as one 
percent of the total population. Coalition for the Homeless 
tries to help these people on a number of fronts. For one, 
we set up shelters and provide food, clothes and blankets 
for those sleeping on the streets. But that's not all; our goal 
is not just to make life a little more bearable for the 
homeless; we want to help them get off the streets 
permanently. But how can we do this? Well, that’s what I'd 
like to talk to you all about today. 

But before we can talk about solutions to the problem of 
homelessness, we have to understand its causes. Just why 
do people become homeless? To many of us, it would 
seem unthinkable that one day we could end up living on 
the street. But the harsh truth is that many homeless 
people once went to college, had jobs and led comfortable 
lives. So, what causes all this to change? The leading 
reason people become homeless is poverty. In the USA, 
around 12 percent of the population lives below the poverty 
line. And although most of these people have homes, they 
are constantly struggling to pay the rent and buy food. The 
loss of a job, therefore, often spells disaster. With no money 
to pay rent, and no support from friends or family, often the 
only option is to live on the streets. 

And after a person becomes homeless, it becomes 
increasingly difficult for them to rebuild their lives. For one, 
most companies will refuse to interview applicants who do 
not have a home address. Also, many homeless people 
become addicted to alcohol or drugs after living on the 
streets. In fact, about two-thirds of homeless Americans 
struggle with some form of addiction, making it very difficult 
for them to find employment. Added to this are the health 
risks associated with malnourishment and having to live 
without protection from extreme weather conditions, again 
making it very challenging to find or even do work. 

So, with all these problems in mind, what can be done to 
help homeless people rebuild their lives? Well, in my 
opinion, we need to deal with the problem of homelessness 
in a step-by-step fashion. And the first step is helping those 
homeless people who suffer from addictions. There are 
some addiction treatment centres in the USA, but very few 
of these are dedicated to the homeless. | think setting up 
such centres would go a long way towards helping 
homeless people off the streets. 

Secondly, job training centres are very important to helping 
homeless people. The charity | work for, Coalition for the 
Homeless, runs the First Step Programme. It gives 
homeless people the opportunity to take courses, teaching 
a variety of job skills and also works with local businesses 
to offer homeless people paid work experience. By joining 
such programmes homeless people have a better chance 
of gaining employment and earning the money they need to 
Pay rent. 

Lastly, and in my opinion most importantly, we need to 
make affordable housing available to homeless people and 


to the general public as well. By doing so, we will not only 
make it easier for homeless people to get off the streets, 
but we will also prevent a considerable amount of people 
from becoming homeless in the first place. Since charities 
do not usually have the funds to build or buy property, it's 
the responsibility of governments to do more in this area. At 
the moment, most governments in North America and 
Europe offer some affordable housing, but usually not 
enough. In the USA, for instance, those who qualify for 
affordable housing have to wait on average three years 
before they get to the top of waiting lists. | 
All in all, more needs to be done to help the homeless in 
our countries. Becoming homeless can be a soul- 
destroying experience. It's up to all of us to bring hope to 
these people and help them rebuild their lives. Thank you 
all for listening. 


Exercises 4b & 5 (p. 44) 


Jane: Today, we're going to discuss the illegal downloading 
of music and films. We have our regular guest, Charlie 
Shields, editor of the Internet magazine NetKnow, to 
discuss the rights and wrongs of downloading. Welcome 
back to the show, Charlie. 

Charlie: Thank you, Jane. 

Jane: Nowadays, with the financial crisis here, are the film 
studios and recording studios fearing what might happen if 
people continue to illegally download their merchandise 
instead of legitimately buying it? 

Charlie: Well, Jane, we've actually featured this subject a 
lot in our magazine over the last couple of months. It has 
been a hot topic since several file sharing websites have 
been closed down. Some governments around the world 
are trying to crack down on Internet Piracy, as they call it 
now, and this has caused people to discuss the morality of 
illegal downloading again. Certainly, musicians are feeling 
the effects of illegal downloading. People don't buy records 
anymore; they just download them, and then transfer the 
songs onto their MP3 players. So then, musicians depend 
on making money from touring. Touring means the artists 
have less time to record new albums and have to work 
harder and longer for their money. On top of that, people 
are wary of spending money on concert tickets at this time. 
For these reasons, the big recording studios seem to be 
very concerned about illegal downloading at the moment. 
Jane: You mentioned that file sharing websites have been 
closed down. Can you explain a bit more about this and 
how the artists and studios feel about this? 

Charlie: A lot of people, including musicians and actors 
themselves, say that websites like these are a 900d thing. 
Internet users being able to download Songs and films for 
free will allow the songs and films to reach a wider audience 
than they ever could in high street shops. The Problem with 
Internet piracy, or any other type of piracy for that matter, is 
essentially an economic problem. If the artists don't make 
the money from the work they have Put in to create their 
music or film, then they won't be able to continue Working 
Creatively. They'll have to find other ways of Making Money. A 
successful feature film will be downloaded by millions ‘Ge 
Internet users, but it will also be seen by millions Of viewers 
in cinemas around the world. People will buy the DVDs for 
the extras, too. The reality is, though, that the public who pay 
for cinema tickets and DVDs are payi 
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Jane: Do the people who illegally download think they are 
doing anything wrong? 

Charlie: The truth is that most people think they are entitled 
to download films and music because it’s there to be 
downloaded. They get upset when file sharing websites are 
closed down. They tend to view the creators as 
commercially successful regardless, and that by 
downloading an album or film, no one is being harmed. But, 
that is not true. Last year, the largest music retailer in 
Britain's high streets had to close down 10% of its stores. 
That's a lot of jobs gone, and a lot of albums that won't ever 
be sold again. And, it's not the biggest bands or singers that 
suffer the most. If a musician is not a chart success, then 
you are actually stealing everything from them. They might 
not be able to create new music because they don't earn 
enough. Then, the people who actually buy the albums 
have to pay more, and concert tickets become more 
expensive. These rising costs for law-abiding consumers 
actually encourage more and more people to turn to illegal 
downloading as the answer. It's all a bit of a mess in the 
end. 

Jane: Do you think that the illegal downloaders are acting 
like spoilt children? They're so used to being given 
everything on the Internet now; they're used to listening to 
music for free; they're used to watching films for free ... 
without paying the artist ... that they just expect it to carry 
on like that. 

Charlie: | think because everybody's on the Internet, and 
the music and films are also on the Internet, nobody feels 
like they're actually stealing. People don't look at it in the 
same way as physically walking into a shop, putting a DVD 
in your jacket pocket, and then walking out. That's basically 
what they're doing, but they don't see it that way at all. Even 
if people do understand that it's wrong to download these 
things for free, they know it's there and that everyone else 
is doing it. It's like a disease. It has just spread so far that it 
seems impossible to control at the moment. 

Jane: So, how can illegal downloading be stopped? Is it 
down to the industries themselves or should governments 
take responsibility? 

Charlie: The biggest problem for online law enforcement is 
that the Internet is a global network, but each country has 
separate laws governing the Internet and copyright. There 
are some international agreements in place regarding 
copyright protection, but it's very difficult to enforce on the 
Internet. It's important to get the message across that it is 
illegal and that it's affecting the independent artists more 
than the commercially successful ones. Governments are 
targeting the uploaders. They want to stop this practice by 
preventing people from copying the music and films in the 
first place. The copying and distribution of a CD, for 
example, could lead to a hefty fine or even imprisonment. In 
1997, almost 80 million music singles were sold in the UK. 
Over ten years later, less than 9 million singles were sold. 
Internet piracy is hard to police, but if the people who 
provide illegal material are stopped, then people will have 
no free material to steal. Then, it may be possible to see a 
return to legitimate music sales. : 
Jane: How can people who are used to illegal downloading 
get used to paying for music and films again? : 
Charlie: This is, perhaps, the biggest challenge. While the 
Internet is the root of this particular problem, it is also the 
solution. Most people who download illegally believe one 


person can't make a difference. But, millions of people 
acting the same way do make a difference. The truth is that 
you can actually download songs and films for really low 
prices on the Internet. Not only will you have legitimate 
copies that will fund the creative people who make music 
and films, but you will have a better quality download, too. 
You can buy a music album for a quarter of the price you 
would pay for a CD in a shop. These days, you can even 
store your legitimate music online as back-up, so that you 
never lose it. You don't have to worry about the CD 
scratching. You will own your own copy of the album for the 
rest of your life. And, personally, the best thing is that you will 
never have to worry about the law turning up at your door. 
Jane: OK. It’s time for a quick break. Then, Charlie and | will 
be back to take questions from callers. Do you download 
music and films? Do you do it legally or not? That's after the 
break ...

Presenter: Environmental journalist, Adele Dickson, has just 
published a book about why overpopulation is a key issue 
facing the world today. Welcome to the studio, Adele. What 
inspired you to write a book on overpopulation? 

Guest: My parents were quite knowledgeable about global 
populations and consumption levels. It was quite a big 
concern in the 1960s and 70s. For some reason, people 
lost interest in the issue and just forgot about it. But, my 
father still used to bring it up from time to time. He was a 
cattle farmer and he would often talk about how the world 
would need more people like him to feed the increasing 
populations around the world. He would then explain that 
there would be no space for farmers like him to raise cattle 
because there would be too many towns to support the 
overpopulated world. So, overpopulation was always 
something | had in my mind. In the last few years, I've 
noticed that people are talking about it again. 

Presenter: Can you just give us a few ideas of what types 
of problems will arise because of overpopulation? 

Guest: Well, all of our environmental problems are linked in 
some way. It seems that the common factor in all of this is 
mankind. Therefore, having more people on the planet is 
going to increase other environmental problems. Take 
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climate change, for example. A larger global population will 
need to produce and consume more energy. There will be 
more waste, more pollution and more environmental 
damage. Another concern is overconsumption. More 
people need more food. To make more food, we need to 
plant more crops, harvest more fruit and vegetables, and 
breed more animals for their meat. We'd have to 
overpopulate the world with farm animals. We'd be using 
more of the world’s resources just for ourselves. It's not 
practical at all. 

Presenter: Many people have the idea that overpopulation 
means that there are too many people in the world’s 
Poorest countries and that it's not a problem we have to 
worry about. What do you think of that? 

Guest: Overpopulation is something we have to concern 
ourselves with, but not in the way that many people would 
have you believe. Why do some people try to convince us 
it's the fault of poorer countries? It’s the rich world which 
over consumes. The poorest people, in the poorest 
countries, generally use less of the planet's resources and 
create far less waste and pollution. In fact, we've even seen 
how human populations can be beneficial to the 
environment. Take the Machakos region in Kenya, for 
instance. The whole area was on the verge of becoming a 
desert. With their increasing population, however, the local 
community were able to organise irrigation and water 
supplies to grow crops on the arid land. Looking at the 
Machakos region today, you wouldn't describe it as arid. 
This just goes to show that populated areas in poorer 
countries can often be more self-sustaining than we can be. 
Presenter: That's very interesting. There are some 
controversial ideas for dealing with overpopulation. What 
would you suggest would be the best way to deal with this 
key issue? 

Guest: Like you said, a lot of the ideas for tackling the 
issue of overpopulation are controversial. That's because 
they can be seen to discriminate against particular nations 
or people. We have to remember that our priority should be 
to protect other human beings while preserving the planet 
where we live. Increasing populations offer greater 
workforces and more brain power. They don't have to cause 
more environmental problems. We have to learn to reduce 
our energy waste, save our natural resources and to 
sustain ourselves more locally. If everyone could live within 
their means, then a bigger population can be sustained 
without having a greater impact on our planet. For me, this 
is the key to tackling overpopulation — to provide people 
with the knowledge to help the planet and its increasing 
Population to survive.

Presenter: |'d like to welcome our next guest who is here to 
talk about the importance of friends and families in our 
lives. Dr Jacobs is a psychologist who has written several 
books related to how our social environment affects us. 
Welcome, Dr Jacobs. First of all, can you tell us how 
important it is to have friends and family in our lives? 
Guest: Good afternoon, Becky, and thank you for inviting 
me to your show. Let me start by discussing the role of 
family in our lives. What is family? The dictionary definition 
states that a family is a social group composed of children 
and parents, but a family is more than this simplistic 
explanation. For me, family is an inseparable part of our 
lives. It is the origin of our very existence. It is like a 
marriage: we are partners in good times and bad, in wealth 
and in poverty, and in sickness and in health. Not only are 
our families responsible for the fact that we are here, but as 
we grow up, families are what define our personalities. 
Presenter: If | can just interrupt you for a second. Do you 
mean that the environment in which we are raised at home 
can affect the person we become? 

Guest: Yes. Both genetic and environmental conditions play 
major roles in our development. Our family is where we 
inherit our genes and, during the formative years of our 
lives, our family is where we learn how to walk, to talk, to 
interact, and so on. This results in most people inheriting 
personalities and opinions from family members. 
Presenter: Will an adopted child be more likely to end up 
with the personality of one of their ‘birth parents’ or one of 
their ‘adopted parents’? 

Guest: This nature versus nurture debate has been going 
on for years now. This argument could continue until we're 
blue in the face, but, in my opinion, the environment plays a 
significantly greater role in the foundations of our characters. 
Presenter: OK. And can you tell us briefly what impact 
friends can have on our lives? 

Guest: Well, | should start by emphasising that there are 
many different types of friends as well as various stages of 
friendship. An individual might go through their lives making 
hundreds of friends, but it’s possible that only a few, or even 
none, of them will be friends forever. People often regard 
acquaintances or colleagues as friends. But, true friends 
are people who you spend time with socially, who you 
interact with; you listen to them and they listen to you; they 
are people you choose to be with. 

Presenter: Would you say that friends are people you can 


rely on? 


Guest: Yes, I'd say that is a good way of characterising 
friendship. We meet so many people who we call friends 
during our lives, but we share a very close bond with very 
few of them. But, those people we do find a great friendship 
with are essential in our lives. They provide social support. 
They are able to help us deal with problems with our families 
or secrets that we can't discuss with our families. We share 
our experiences at school and our emotions with our friends. 
In our adolescence, especially, we are more likely to turn to 
our friends because we feel they understand us better. They 
help take the pressure off that we can feel our families create. 
Friends, even those who we only have for short periods of 
our life, also introduce us to new ideas. They can challenge 
the ideas that we have formed with our families. 

Presenter: So, finally, what is more important to a person: 
their friends or their family? 

Guest: | think that a comparison between friends and 
family is inappropriate. They serve different functions. Also, 
family members can often be our closest friends and our 
closest friends can be like family. Our parents are our first 
teachers and they help us to understand life better. Our 
relationships with siblings establish how we cope with 
competitiveness, cooperation and such like. Through 
interaction with relatives, we learn how to socialise and 
make friends. Then, as we meet more and more people, we 
fine tune our capabilities and enhance our chances of 
finding friends who share the same interests with us. | 
wouldn't say that family is more important than friends. | 
would just argue that family is what shapes and determines 
who we become in the first place, and that then influences 
the type of friends we'll have later in life.

John: Well, it was a live performance by the legendary 
singer-songwriter, Tom Waits. | can remember the first time 
! heard the distinctive voice of Tom Waits on his album 
Closing Time. My father was a jazz and blues fanatic and 
he had a good collection of records. He Played music every 
evening when he was relaxing after work. | must have been 
Six years old the first time | heard him playing Closing Time. 
| didn't really discover the rest of Waits work until | was in 
my late teens in the early 1990s. By then, | was already 
building up quite an extensive CD collection of my own. | 
bought all his albums, from Closing Time, which had been 
Tecorded in 1973 up to The Black Rider soundtrack, which 
had just been released. From this moment, it was my 
dream to see Waits performing live on stage. 
Gill: So, did you go to see your music idol in concert back 
then? 
John: No, unfortunately | didn't. | remember looking at 
upcoming gigs at the time and he was not listed to play that 
year. | decided to look back at when he last performed in 
England to get an idea of how often he goes on tour. Well, | 
found out that he hadn't played a live show in this country 
since his Big Time tour in 1987. | feared then that I'd never 
see Waits in the flesh. During the 1990s, he started doing a 
lot more work composing film soundtracks or even playing 
acting roles in films. | convinced myself that | was born in 
the wrong generation to appreciate Waits as a music 
performer. 
Gill: We all know how big a fan you are of Tom Waits. You've 
performed some of his songs yourself on your own music 
show. So, how long did you have to wait before you finally 
saw your idol on stage? 
John: Well, in the late 90s, | was a young music journalist, 
and | was lucky enough to interview Tom Waits for a 
magazine. | was in California for the interview, but he wasn't 
playing any live shows at the time. | told him to come on 
tour to England soon so | could see him perform live. | 
mustn't have been very persuasive though, because he 
didn't tour Europe at all in those next few years. But, 
eventually, he came to London's Hammersmith Apollo, 
which is a fantastic live music venue, in 2004 as part of his 
Real Gone tour. It had been seventeen years since he last 
performed in England and all the tickets sold out in half an 
hour. | was doing well with my career in the music industry 
at the time, so | was fortunate enough to get a free ticket. It 
was the best night of my life. He growled through his songs 
in that deep, throaty voice of his. He conveyed so much 
emotion in his music, his voice, and his gestures. His 
theatrical movements were also very humorous at times. | 
saw that he was a real showman. | had expected so much 
from him ... and he didn't let me down. 
Gill: You didn’t have to wait seventeen years for him to 
return to England. So, what can you tell us about last night's 
concert? 
John: Well, it's very difficult to describe just how good a 
performance he gave. This time, he played a wider variety 
of songs. In 2004, he had been promoting an album that 
had just been released, but this concert was filled with a 
mixture of his old classics and some rare and unreleased 
songs. The audience was so excited before he started to 
play that they gave Waits a standing ovation as he entered 
the arena. You could see that Waits takes a lot of the energy 
from the crowd and puts it back into his performance. He 
sang in his usual deep, growling voice. He sat down to play 
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the piano on some of his older ballads. He played his newer 
Stuff, too, which is still inspired by old blues and soul 
sounds, mixed with his own vocal noises acting as a 
Percussion instrument more than a singing voice. It was a 
remarkable performance especially for a man in his mid- 
sixties. 

Gill: It sounds like a unique concert experience, John. Can 
you describe some other aspects of the concert? What 
about the staging? The other musicians? 

John: Waits has composed for films and musical plays, so 
you could expect his staging to be quite theatrical. At last 
night's concert, it was not. The stage was only filled with the 
instruments and amps for the music. There was not much in 
the way of lighting around the stage. The lights were kept 
quite low for most of the concert, but the music was 
amplified to a deafening level. Waits has regular musicians 
who record and play live with him. The theatrics are all 
supplied by Waits himself. He knows exactly how to prepare 
the audience for the songs. He is just great. 

Gill: | know the answer to my next question, but I'll ask 
anyway. Would you recommend our listeners to go and see 
this performance? 

John: | would certainly recommend that listeners go and 
see Tom Waits perform live. The only problem is that the 
rest of his shows are sold out and we don't know when he 
will next return to this country to perform. The good news is 
that last night's performance will be released as a live 
album, and there will also be a DVD made of this tour, 
which will include the best bits from all his shows. You may 
also be glad to hear that Tom has agreed to come onto my 
TV show on Sunday evening to play a couple of his songs. 
Gill: 'Il definitely watch that. That's all we've got time for just 
now. Thank you to our guest, John Ledley. We hope to have 
you back in our studio again soon.

Presenter: Here's Anna Hudson again to tell us this week's 
DVD releases. What have you got for us today, Anna? 
Guest: Well, first of all, | want to recommend The Iron Lady, 
It's a 2011 biopic of the former British Prime Minister, 
Margaret Thatcher. The film was directed by Phyllida Lloyd 
and has received countless awards since its release. With 
most of the praise going to the star of the film, Meryl Streep, 
who plays the main role of Thatcher herself. There is also a 
strong supporting cast including some familiar faces of 
British cinema, such as Jim Broadbent and Richard E Grant. 
Presenter: Can you just tell us briefly what the film is 
about? | mean, what part of Thatcher's life does it cover? 
Guest: First of all, The Iron Lady may not be a work of 
fiction, but film audiences should always understand that 
there is only so much truth that can be included in any film. 
Some details are omitted because of the length of a film 
compared to a lifetime and others are missing because they 
are not deemed to be important to the overall mood of the 
film. The story spans Thatcher's life from her teenage years 
until her eighties. The film is presented from an arbitrary 
day from her life in recent years, and retells the story of her 
past through flashback sequences. We see her as a 
teenager, the daughter of a grocer. We see the young lady 
who entered politics in the 1950s. And, we witness how she 
met and began a life with her husband, Denis Thatcher. The 
young Thatcher is played convincingly by Alexandra Roach. 
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Having learned about the influences of the emerging 
politician, the film then skips to the 1970s and focuses on 
Thatcher's time as leader of the Conservative party. Meryl 
Streep stars both as Thatcher in her political prime, as well 
as the vulnerable, present day octogenarian. So, the film 
covers a large portion of Thatcher's life and, for this reason, 
it is unable to focus on precise details of any particular 
moment of her life. 
Presenter: Can you tell us more about the performances of 
the actors who played Margaret Thatcher? 
Guest: Let me start with the young Thatcher. Alexandra 
Roach gives a fine performance as a powerful and single- 
minded young woman. She shows vulnerability, too, and in 
her early relationship to Denis Thatcher, you see her 
emotional dependence on his support. It's difficult to 
describe how good a performance it is because we don't 
teally know what Thatcher was like at that time. Meryl 
Streep, however, gives a breathtaking performance of the 
Thatcher that the public knows so well. There are people 
who make a living out of doing impersonations of politicians. 
This might be the best likeness I've ever seen, though. 
There is no doubt, whether you like the film or not, that 
Meryl Streep is a great actor and deserved all the praise 
and awards she achieved from playing this demanding role. 
The most interesting part of the film, in my opinion, is the 
way Streep plays Thatcher growing into power and 
becoming the woman who would dominate British politics 
for fifteen years. 
Presenter: For what other reasons did you enjoy The Iron 
Lady? 
Guest: Besides the performances of the cast, the other 
details which seemed crucial to the success of this film 
were the realistic make-up and costumes. There was no 
need for digital special effects, but it was quite remarkable 
how much the actors could be made to look like their 
characters. I'd never have envisaged Meryl Streep being 
Thatcher. So, on top of her fine acting talent, being given 
the correct look only helped the performance seem more 
authentic and believable. The same can't be said of the film 
sets. Not every political scene looked like it was actually 
filmed in a government building or parliament. 
Presenter: Were there any drawbacks to the film? 
Guest: Well, there were a few. Perhaps, the most 
disappointing aspect of the film is that it glosses over most 
of the controversial moments of Thatcher as Prime Minister. 
The story just doesn't get into details of any single political 
event because there were too many to get through in so 
much of her life. However, there were some very clever 
references made to these moments. Clearly, the director 
realised that not everything could be covered and thought 
of other ways to include little nods to other events. For 
instance, at the beginning of the film, we see the elderly 
Thatcher buying a carton of milk from a grocery store. She 
is heard to remark about how expensive the milk is. | think 
this was an attempt at irony by the director, as it was 
Thatcher who ended free milk cartons being given to every 
school child in England. So, though the film doesn’t cover 
this story, it is hinted at in the most subtle way. Basically, the 
more a viewer knows about Thatcher's time in power, the 
more he or she will take from the film, | believe. 
Presenter: So, would you recommend that everyone 
should see this film? 


Guest: | don't know if everyone would ye 
interesting for women because yOu can se vsicallyctnall 
woman who gained so much respect in a Wee seta 
dominated world, I's worth watching for et ase 
interested in British politics. However. it ng nll 
enjoyable for people who were oppose pinion 
because it does show her in a positive light. In es ‘sini 
the director is not trying to show Thatcher as a ae Naas 
she's trying to show what a remarkable achieve! pit 
for a lower middle class woman to become ee s Gated 
Conservative party and Prime Minister of eereating 
Kingdom.

Guest: Yes, just a little. | won't give too much away and spoil 
it for anyone who might go out and buy the book, The book 
begins quite slowly as we're learning about our protagonists. 
Their stories are told separately at the beginning, which 
keeps you guessing as to how their lives will become 
related. After the first few chapters the characters and the 
Settings have been given - that's when the book really starts 
to come to life. Then, we witness the characters striving to 
live in the most difficult times imaginable. The book then 
moves on to them playing roles in trying to rebuild their 
country. | think it would be unfair to say much more about 
the story now. 

Presenter: Well, you've certainly teased me enough. | think 
I'll be going to the bookshop later this afternoon. So, would 
you recommend this book to our young listeners? 

Guest: | would highly recommend this book to all teenagers. 
| think most adults would enjoy the story, too. The characters 
are warm and interesting, and you really want to see them 
come out on top. It's one of those books that you'll be glad 
you read. | felt so satisfied when | put the book down, | even 
wished that it could have been longer. It's a must-read book. 
It can bring you to tears one minute, and the next you're 
rolling around in laughter. And any fans of Terry Pratchett 
who are wondering if he has lived up to his usual standards, 
then | have to inform you that he has.

Exercise 5a (p. 92) 

A: Welcome back to the Environment Show. I’m joined now 
by Professor Kate Sanders, a lecturer in food science at 
the University of London. Kate is going to tell us a little 
about GM foods. Professor Sanders, firstly, what does 
GM stand for? 

B: GM food is genetically modified food. This means that 
the DNA of the food has been changed. Let me start by 
explaining that term; DNA. It's something that most 
living organisms, including humans, have. To put it 
simply, DNA is the acid found in most living cells that 
decides what characteristics are passed down to us, in 
the case of humans, from our parents. So, if a human 
grows tall or has blonde hair, it's because of his or her 
DNA. And just like humans, a plant has DNA which 
similarly determines what characteristics it develops. 
But scientists are able to change the DNA of plants, or 
crops, by adding or deleting specific genes. This causes 
them to grow differently than before with characteristics 
that make them easier to produce. 

A: That's very interesting. So what is one of the benefits of 
GM food? 

B: Well, around the world a huge amount of crops are 
destroyed because of plant diseases or insects. One 
way of tackling this problem is by spraying them with 
chemicals which protect them from harm. These 
chemicals, however, are generally very expensive and 
cause a lot of harm to the environment. The machines 
which spray these chemicals, for instance, use a huge 
amount of fuel, adding considerably to the carbon 
footprint of the farming industry. Also, some of these 
chemicals have been proven to kill bees and pollute 
local water systems. GM crops have had their DNA 


changed so that they are more capable of resisting 
plant viruses and damage from insects themselves. GM 
crops mean that farmers no longer need to buy and 
spray chemicals. 


: That's fascinating. So GM foods are an environmentally- 


friendly way to produce crops. 


: Yes, they certainly are. In fact, since the introduction of 


GM food technology in the early 1990s, experts 
estimate that about 200,000 tonnes of insecticide have 
not been sprayed thanks to farmers planting GM crops 
with built-in insect resistance instead. And as well as 
causing farms to emit far less greenhouse gases, this 
has also saved farmers a considerable amount of 
money. 


: What is another point in favour of GM foods? 
: GM foods can play a big role in helping to fight world 


hunger. At the moment, the world is facing a food 
catastrophe. With rising populations some experts think 
that by 2030 we will need to increase food production by 
50% in order to feed the world’s population. It's quite a 
task, but if we can grow GM foods that are free from 
disease and harm from insects and which do not 
require farmers to pay for chemicals, world hunger may 
be a thing of the past. 


i: So, how popular is GM food technology today? 
: Well, in 2010 around fourteen million farmers worldwide 


grew GM crops. This added up to 10% of the total 
amount of crops harvested that year. 


i: But, since GM foods have such clear benefits, why are 


some people against growing GM crops? 


: Well, there are a number of arguments people have 


against GM foods. The first argument is that many 
people believe that genetic modification goes against 
nature and man should not interfere with the natural 
order of things. The second is that GM foods could lead 
to health problems. They believe that we don't yet know 
the long-term effects GM foods may have on the human 
body even though no negative effects have shown up till 
now. 


: | see. What other arguments do people have against 


GM foods? 


: Well, another concern that people have is that GM food 


technology is controlled by a very small number of 
companies. You see, when a new, genetically modified 
plant is created, it is subject to intellectual Property law. 
This means that, just like you can't perform and sell a 
CD of a famous musician's song, companies that did 
not create GM seeds are not allowed to produce and 
sell them. Some worry that because GM technology is 
controlled by such a small number of Companies, they 
can control the prices of seeds very easily. If Prices of 
seeds are raised, for instance, farmers might have no 
choice but to buy them at that price since no other 
companies would exist to offer cheaper, more 
competitively-priced seeds. Governments need to do 
something about this before such problems arise. 


: So what would you like to see happening with GM food 


technology in the future? 


: Well, personally, | think GM food technology has the 


potential to play a huge role in fighting world hunger. B t 
for this to happen people have to change their attitud : 
towards GM food technology. At the Moment, peo = 
seem to be against GM food production’ aie 


knowing much about it. Because it's unnatural it must 
be dangerous, they seem to think. It's up to all of us to 
change this opinion. Many lives could depend on it. 

A: Professor Sanders, it's been extremely interesting 
talking to you today. Thank you very much.

A: Well, | think GM food production can help fight world 
hunger. | think that if we can develop crops that can 
grow in harsh environments and resist droughts and 
pests then famines can be avoided. Famines are the 
main cause of starvation in developing countries. With 
GM crops people in developing countries can always 
grow food to feed themselves. 

B: Perhaps, but don’t forget about the economics. GM 
seeds could become very expensive in the future. If a 
company owns the rights to a certain type of GM seed — 
such as a drought resistant crop seed — then they can 
sell it at any price they want because nobody else has 
the rights to produce the same seed. Companies want 
to make money so it's possible that starving people 
would still be starving because they wouldn't be able to 
afford to buy the seeds. 

A: That's an interesting point but | stil feel that there are 
benefits to GM food production. For example, itis friendlier 
to the environment than standard crop production. 

: How so? . 

fa ol, many crops are destroyed because of diseases or 

insects and so traditional crop production involves 
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spraying the crops with chemical pesticides. These are 
usually harmful to the environment and can stay in the 
soil for a long time and get into the water supply. Also, 
farmers employ crop dusting aeroplanes and crop- 
spraying machinery which create exhaust fumes and air 
pollution. 

B: | hadn't thought of that. | suppose it is more economical 
for farmers to use GM crops, too. They would save 
money on pesticides and crop spraying machinery and 
fuel. Also without the problems of insects, bad weather 
and diseases that normal plants face then their 
harvests would be much bigger and they could have 
more crops to sell. 

A: That's right. So there are some clear benefits to GM 
food production: It's economical, environmentally 
friendly and can end world hunger. 

B: Yes, but there are also some worrying disadvantages, 
too because it’s unnatural, it could endanger health and 
seeds could be very expensive.

Presenter: We're talking to fitness instructor, Nicki Taylor, 
this morning. She's telling us about the benefits and the 
drawbacks of joining a gym. So, first of all, Nicki, could you 
tell us why it’s a good idea to join a gym. 

Guest: Yes, of course. To begin with, as a fitness instructor, 
| always want to encourage people to exercise. If you join a 
gym, you have the opportunity to do many different types of 
exercise in one place. For example, you can work on 
weights machines to increase your muscle strength and 
then later you can do some aerobic exercise on the 
spinning machines and treadmills. So, the great thing is that 
when you are at the gym, you can work on all the key points 
required to stay fit and healthy. 

Presenter: Well, that sounds great. But, aren't there any 
disadvantages to doing all that exercise in a gym? 

Guest: You know what, | think when people are getting 
back to fitness, the gym is fine by itself. However, | always 
encourage my clients to combine gym exercise with 
outdoor pursuits when they become more confident. For 
instance, treadmills can simulate all sorts of imaginary 
routes which take you up and down hills, but nothing beats 
actually cycling or running up and down real hills outside. 
Exercising while breathing fresh air and facing other 
challenges, such as strong winds or a hot sun, makes the 
experience much more beneficial. 

Presenter: | suppose you're right. And most people spend 
their whole day stuck indoors working, so getting outside for 
exercise is probably a good thing emotionally, too. So, why 
should any of us even join a gym at all? 

Guest: Doing regular circuits in the gym will help you to 
build up muscle strength and you can improve your 
balance. One of the biggest advantages to joining a gym, 
though, is that you feel obliged to exercise. If you say to 
yourself, “I'm going to go jogging every morning,” it's very 
easy to make an excuse not to go. However, when people 
have gym memberships, they're usually much stricter with 
themselves. They make a schedule and they stick to it. 
Presenter: Why is that?

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Guest: Well, the main factor is that they have paid for a gym 
membership. If you know you have to pay a certain amount 
of money every month, then you want to know that you will 
get your money's worth. People usually won't miss a 
workout because they don't want to feel they have thrown 
their money away. 

Presenter: |s it expensive to join a gym then? 

Guest: Yes, it usually is. If you want to join a nice gym, then 
you'll normally have to pay quite a lot of money. This is 
another disadvantage. Not everyone can afford to give up 
that much money every month to exercise. But there are 
alternatives for these people. If you can afford to, then joina 
gym. If you can't, you can get an exercise mat for your 
house and make yourself do sit-ups, push-ups and other 
stretches every morning and evening; go jogging in the 
park a couple of mornings per week. You can manage to 
exercise just as much. The key is to make sure you stick to 
your schedule. If you are strict with yourself and keep to 
your schedules, then you get fit and stay fit. At the end of 
the day, the most important thing is to be healthy. If you 
spend a lot of money on a gym membership in order to stay 
fit, and you don't have enough money for other things like 
entertainment and socialising then your emotional health 
probably won't benefit.

Instead, you should write your piece as though you actually 
travelled around the Universe in a spaceship. You'll 
definitely need to be imaginative and try to be as in depth 
as possible, too! We will visit the planetarium on Tuesday 
next week, so | want your stories handed in by the following 
Friday. Is that understood? 


Exercise 3 (p. 108) - 
Are you interested in UFOs and stories of alien enceneey 
Then, maybe you should pay a visit to the Roswell U 5 
Festival and celebrate UFO Day! Hi, I'm Donald Burns, ani 
I'm here in Roswell to find out what exactly UFO Day is all 
about. On this day, July 2nd, in 1947, strange debris was 
found in the desert close to the town. There was a lot of 
speculation at the time about where this mysterious material 
came from. The US Air Force claimed that an experimental 
surveillance balloon had crashed at the site. But many 
locals, questionably, in my belief, believed it was from the 
wreckage of an alien spaceship and began to tell their 
stories to the national newspapers. Since then, the town of 
Roswell has been closely connected to stories of alien lore 
and has appeared in many novels and Hollywood films such 
as Independence Day in 1996. 


Whether or not you believe, since 2001, groups of people 
around the world have met on July 2nd to look to the skies in 
search of something unexplainable. Millions of eyes watch 
the sky simultaneously, but, as you can see, there are plenty 
of other activities arranged to celebrate the day, too. All the 
alien-enthusiasts here are wearing T-shirts which read, ‘The 
truth is out there: People are waving neon green lights round 
and drinking bright green fruit drinks which they call ‘alien 
juice. And, here we can see a group of teenagers sending 
small helium balloons up into the sky. Inside the balloons, 
the teens have written messages for any iterate 
extraterrestrials to read. Messages such as ‘Please, come in 
peace!’ and ‘E.T. Did you make it home?’ are being sent. 
Next July 2nd, why don't you, too, go outside with some 
friends and family and look out for flying saucers in the sky?

A: | agree. | think you can learn about many different 
aspects of life in the past from a museum because you 
can see many everyday items that people used such as 
coins, jewellery, vases and so on. You can also see 
weapons in some museums. 

B: That's right. Museums can teach us many things about 
ancient civilisations and how people used to live 
because they are full of artefacts and objects. We can 
learn about our own culture's history and about ancient 
Cultures from around the world.

Progress Check 7 - Exercise 4 (p. 116) 

A: Welcome back To the Education Show on 103.7 FM. I'm 
joined on the line now by Doctor Penelope Scott, 
lecturer in Physics at Birmingham University. Doctor 
Scott is with us to discuss a report released by the 
Ministry of Education today that shows a decrease in 
the number of students studying science subjects at 
university level. Doctor Scott, can you tell us exactly 
what these statistics teach us? 

B: Certainly, Bill. Well, according to the report, over the last 
decade, there has been a five percent drop in the 
number of students studying science subjects, such as 
biology, chemistry and physics, at university. On first 
impression, there might not appear to be a problem; 
after all, a five per cent drop is not considerable. But the 
fact is that ten years ago, there were not many students 
studying science subjects at university to begin with. In 
2002, for instance, only 16 per cent of undergraduates 
were studying science subjects; now even less. 
Therefore, the country’s science community is very 


concerned about these findings.

B: 
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|; But what is there to worry about? For instance, is there 


a lack of science graduates in the country’s workforce at 
the moment? 


: Yes, there certainly is. According to one recent survey, 


58 per cent of employers have difficulty finding qualified 
applicants from the UK to fill their scientific posts. This 
includes jobs at pharmaceutical companies and 
companies researching alternative forms of energy, for 
example. It's clear to me that if we don't have qualified 
scientists to fill these sorts of positions, the country is 
going to suffer. 


: You're right. But is there anything that can be done to 


tackle this problem? 


: Yes, | think so. For one, we've got to make science in 


secondary schools more interesting for students. For 
too long, science has been taught incorrectly, making it 
dull and difficult for students to pass. It’s not the fault of 
teachers; all they can do is teach the curriculum handed 
to them by the Ministry of Education. Instead, I'd like to 
see this curriculum changed. For example, we should 
offer students the chance to do experiments and carry 
out research that shows science in action rather than 
just on a textbook page. By linking science to real life we 
can get students interested in science at a young age, 
so that hopefully they will continue studying science 
subjects at third level. 

And what else do you believe we could do to encourage 
students to study science subjects at university? 

Well, | think we've got to make secondary students 
aware of the career opportunities that studying science 
subjects at third level can provide. In my personal 
opinion, students leaving secondary school are not 
made to realise how important their choice of university 
subject can be for the rest of their lives. For instance, 
compared to graduates in literature, language, and art- 
related subjects, graduates in science subjects have a 
much greater chance of finding high-paid jobs at home 
and abroad. I’m not going to be so cold as to suggest 
that students should choose their university degree 
based only on job prospects; of course students should 
choose subjects that they have a passion for, too. But 
it's worth keeping long-term goals in mind, and this is 
what I'd like career guidance teachers to emphasise to 
students, particularly those in their final year of 
secondary school. 


: You've certainly made some good points, Dr Scott. But 


how do you suggest we can put them into action? 


}; Well, ultimately, it's up to politicians to put policies in 


place that will cause real change. But | also believe that 
all of us can play a part in encouraging more students to 
study science at university levels. | myself have recently 
launched a website, www.sciencematters.com, which 
aims to teach science in a fun, interactive way to primary 
school students aged 7 to 12. The world needs scientists, 
and through this website, | like to think I’m doing my part 
in making this possible for the future. 


: Dr Scott, | appreciate the time you've taken out to talk 


with us and hope you'll join us again soon.

Presenter: Today, everyone knows how important it is to 
recycle and most cities have got recycling programmes. 
We're going to speak to an environmental campaigner, Jeff 
Winters, to find out a bit more about recycling. Welcome, 
Jeff. So, what can you tell us about what exactly recycling 
is? 

Jeff: Good morning. Recycling is basically the process of 
turning the useful parts of one used product into a brand 
new material. The reason we do this is to conserve our 
resources rather than to use new materials every time we 
manufacture something. Another important reason we 
recycle is to save energy that is used in creating new 
products and dumping old ones, which then means we fill 
our landfill sites up too quickly. We don't want to keep 
dumping more and more waste into the ground. 

Presenter: Can you give us some actual facts and figures 
about the benefits of recycling? 

Jeff: Sure. Now imagine you buy a bottle of water. For that 
small plastic bottle, we need oil by-products and energy just 
to manufacture it. This will release harmful emissions into 
our atmosphere. Then, if you just dump the bottle, it can 
take up to 1,000 years to break down. Why not recycle it to 
prevent another bottle from entering this cycle of waste and 
pollution? Now imagine that in the USA alone, it is 
estimated that 29 billion bottles of water are sold each year. 
That needs 17 million barrels of crude oil to manufacture 
the bottles. What would happen if everyone just threw their 
bottles away? It's just not acceptable. We have to do 
something. 

Presenter: Can you tell us how much of our household 
waste can usually be recycled then, Jeff? 

Jeff: Well, of course, that amount is different for each 
household. Some people make an effort to buy food and 
household products with less packaging, which means less 
waste. These people then produce less recyclable waste, 
because they aren't as wasteful to begin with. However, on 
average, our group thinks that as much as 60% of the 
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rubbish that is still being sent to landfill sites could be 
recycled. The majority of people | speak to say they would 
recycle more if it was easier. But just how difficult is it to 
separate recyclable waste from non-recyclable? Not at all! 
Presenter: Very interesting, Jeff. So do people realise that 
they are making a difference when they recycle? 

Jeff: There are people who do realise, but most people 
don't know what a huge difference it really makes. If 
everyone just spent a few seconds of their day putting a 
newspaper or a drink’s can into a recycling bin, it would 
save so many of our planet's resources from being depleted 
and prevent further environmental harm. 

Presenter: There are other things that people can do to 
achieve this too, aren't there? 

Jeff: Definitely. We should also reuse things more. Many of 
our everyday waste items can actually be very good 
materials for someone with a creative mind. The possibilities 
are endless. I've seen people turn their old vinyl disks into 
wall clocks. They look great and they're really cheap to 
make. A friend of mine turns old clothes into accessories. 
Her trademark design is a handbag made from old denim 
jeans. 

Presenter: That's great. So, we've got recycling and reusing. 
Any other tips for our listeners? 

Jeff: Yes. While we're going through the ‘R’ words, let's 
complete the set: recycle, [pause] reuse, and [pause] 
reduce. The last one, reduce, is just there to remind us not 
to produce as much waste in future. Avoid packaged foods 
and products when you can, keep and reuse whatever you 
don't need to throw away or recycle, and when you have to 
throw something out, make sure that it’s recycled if it can 
be. We can make a huge difference to the environment by 
each just playing a small part.

Most 
fast food is loaded with calories which can cause 
numerous health problems such as obesity, diabetes 
and heart disease.

For instance, fa 
person exercises every day using up a great amount of 
the body's store of calories, consuming a fast food meal 
would be largely harmless. Problems occur, however, 
when people with sedentary lifestyles eat fast food. 
These days, unfortunately, that tends to be most people! 
But it's important to note that it’s both junk food as well 
as a junk lifestyle that make people unhealthy.

For instance, in the fast food restaurant 
closest to my house, you can get a full meal and drink 
for less than 5 pounds, For people with low incomes this 
is a major attraction. Also, fast food is convenient. There 
are fast food restaurants on every street and you can be 
in and out of the door in five minutes with a full meal in 
your hands. | have to admit, after a long day at work, | 
sometimes give in to the temptation to buy fast food for 
my children. It can take a long time to cook a meal at 
home, and then there's the washing-up to do 
afterwards. Sometimes, fast food can be a lifesaver!

Firstly, what does urban gardening 
it's all about the growing of fruits ani 


we're not concerned with presentation. Instead, we grow 
food to either eat ourselves, as is normally the case, Or sell 
to others to eat. Some urban gardeners use their front or 
back lawns while others use roof gardens. It's even possible 
to practise urban gardening without soil through a 
technique called hydroponics. This involves growing plants 
in water that is enriched with nutrients. 


The growing of fruits and vegetables in urban areas has 
existed for centuries. In modern times, urban gardening was 
widely practised during the First and Second World Wars in 
the UK, USA and Canada. Governments encouraged 
families in cities and towns to keep vegetable patches in 
their private gardens. These patches were called Victory 
Gardens and they were very successful because they 
reduced pressure on the public food supply. 


Today, urban gardening is more popular than ever before with 
an estimated 800 million people practising urban gardening 
world wide. In Havana, Cuba, for instance, it is part of the 
national identity. Here, most citizens practise organopfinicos, 
the local system of urban organic farming that usually involves 
filling concrete walls with soil to grow various fruits and 
vegetables. Amazingly, organopfinicos produces 90% of the 
fruits and vegetables consumed in the city! In England, urban 
gardening hasn't become as popular as this yet, but 
individuals and communities around the country are certainly 
beginning to show interest. 


But why, you might be asking yourself, would anyone want 
to grow their own food rather than buy fruit and vegetables 
from the local supermarket? Well, there are a number of 
reasons. Personally, | was brought up on a rural farm, and 
came to the city in my early twenties, so urban farming lets 
me reconnect with the countryside. Most people, though, 
practise urban gardening for more practical reasons, 
particularly to save money. It's estimated that lower income 
families in urban areas in Britain use around fifty percent of 
their money to buy food each year. Produce from urban 
gardening can lessen that burden considerably. Also, many 
people practise urban gardening for health or 
environmental reasons. They like the fact that they can 
choose not to spray the food they will eat with harmful 
chemicals, for instance. 


Urban gardening does require knowing quite a lot about 
horticulture, but this is where the Urban Gardening Society 
can help. We organise meetings once a week where we 
share tips with each other and we also have a variety of 
tools and gardening books for members to borrow. Also, for 
any new urban gardeners, we provide a free service that 
will test the quality of your soil. In urban areas, soil 
contamination can be a problem, so these tests are 
necessary before you can start planting.

: In my mind, there’s a long list of reasons why music 


should be taught in schools. For one, by stopping music 
lessons we are completely ignoring the fact that all 
students have strengths and weaknesses. For some 
students, music is their one chance to shine in a school 
day that's filled with more academic subjects. Getting rid 
of music lessons would destroy the self-esteem of this 
type of student. For too long, intelligence has been 
associated with students’ abilities in subjects like maths 
and languages. This has to stop; it's nothing more than 
educational discrimination. 


: Yes, | think it's fair to say that intelligence comes in 


many forms from many different areas of the brain. 
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B: You're exactly right. And interestingly, recent research 
has shown that music uses both sides of the brain. That 
means that music can be valuable in all areas of 
academic development. For instance, a recent study 
from the University of California found that a group of 
students who took music lessons scored 27% higher in 
maths tests compared with students who got no 
musical instruction. Also, studying music has been 
linked with increased linguistic skills. 

A: That's all very interesting. But what about the practical 
benefits of music education? For instance, can we really 
say that studying music will help students in their future 
careers? 

B: Certainly! Of course, very few music students become 
famous musicians, but many go on to have well-paid 
careers in a variety of fields including studio production 
and sound editing for TV, film and even computer 
games.
